The 1956 Presidential 
Race Picture 
By Thomas L. Stokes 


WASHINGTON. - Choice of San 
Francisco for the 1956 Republican 
National Convention is interpreted 
here as the surest sign so far - 
and for a variety of reasons - that 
renomination of the victorious 1952 
Eisenhower-Nixon team is in the 
cards. 
Similarly, selection of Chicago by 
the Democrats for their 1956 con­ 
vention has been regarded 
as 
favorable to the renomination of 
Adlai Stevenson because Illinois is 
the home state of the 1952 Demo­ 
cratic candidate and he was its 
governor when snatched up to run 
for President two years ago. 
However, this deduction about 
Mr. Stevenson is coming to be 
looked upon as not necessarily so 
by some observers of politics, par­ 
ticularly those who see President 
Eisenhower as a most formidable 
candidate, in fact believe he would 
be almost a sure winner if he runs 
for a second term. In short, to 
them the story is that the more 
certain becomes the Eisenhower 
renomination, the less certain be­ 
comes that of his 1952 Democratic 
rival. 
In the last few weeks some of 
Adlai 
Stevenson’s 
friends 
have 
themselves become uncertain that 
he would seek renomination. 
When he finally acquiesced to the 
“draft” movement at Chicago in 
1952, he was fully aware of the 
almost insuperable task he was 
accepting in running as the can­ 
didate of a party that had been 
20 years in power and was wear­ 
ing out its welcome — and against 
a war hero whose popularity ob­ 
viously was almost literally with­ 
out bounds. Looking back on it 
now, the Stevenson performance 
was in many ways remarkable. 
Should he run again against the 
same candidate, he would face a 
psychological hazard. Twice before 
in our Presidential politics there 
have been disillusioning experienc­ 
es for “repeaters,” one in each 
party. Namely, William Jennings 
Bryan who was thrice defeated as 
a Democratic Presidential candi­ 
date, and former governor Thomas 
E. Dewey of New York, twi^e de­ 
feated, being the only defeated Re­ 
publican candidate ever to be re­ 
nominated. 
It can be said that Adlai Steven­ 
son is the outstanding figure in his 
party available for the 1956 nomin­ 
ation, as it is being said every day. 
From that it can be argued that 
he is, therefore, the logical can­ 
didate. 
That might seem reasonable to 
most everybody, and still not seem 
so to Adlai Stevenson who can 
accurately be said to have given 
his “all” once in an uneven en­ 
counter. It is hardly likely that he 
has made any hard and fast de­ 
cision one way or the other. It is 
too early. Circumstances might de­ 
velop in these times of 
swift 
change that would open the way 
for him as the best possible candi­ 
date in 1956. The Administration 
might lose favor with our people, 
or the Prseident might become un­ 
available for one reason or another. 
If neither happens, and if the 
President seems sure of renomina­ 
tion, and if Adlai Stevenson de­ 
murs, the responsible leaders at 
the Democratic convention - which 
will come ahead of the Republican 
this time - may decide 1956 is not 


a Democratic year and the best 
thing would be to put up a “token” 
candidate in an obvious gamble. 
They would save their real try - 
and maybe Adlai Stevenson - for 
four years later when it would be 
impossible for Mr. Eisenhower to 
run again because of the Constitu­ 
tional two-term limitation. That 
was what happened in 1936 with 
Republicans. The leaders felt it 
was impossible to defeat Franklin 
D. Roosevelt for a second term. 
So they made a gesture to the farm 
West which had been demanding 
recognition by nominating Gover­ 
nor Alfred M. Landon of Kansas 
who, you may recall, carried only 
two states, Maine and Vermont. 
Aside from Adlai 
Stevenson, 
there are two men prominently in­ 
cluded in the 1956 Democratic 
Presidential lists at this time — 
one because of his position and the 
powerful state in which he holds 
it, Governor Averell Harriman of 
New York; the other because he 
ran strong in the 1952 primaries, 
led in the 1952 Chicago convention 


until the Stevenson “draft” hit the 
hall like a cyclone, and because he 
is known to have the bug still, 
meaning Senator Estes Kefauver of 
Tennessee. 
Getting back to the Republican 
situation, the choice of San Fran­ 
cisco, instead of Chicago, for their 
convention certainly represented 
an uprising of the Eisenhower for­ 
ces to shake off the Midwest isola­ 
tionist, McCarthyite elements for 
which Chicago has become a sort 
of symbolic capital. That, of itself, 
would indicate that the “Ike in 
’56” group is in control and com­ 
mand and sought a friendly atmos­ 
phere to renominate the President 
and his Vice-President who is a 
Californian. It is a nice and timely 
gesture to California, and political­ 
ly wise, as the state now is in a 
tie with Pennsylvania for second 
place, next to New York, in con­ 
tention delegation strength and 
electoral votes. It is an appropriate 
gesture as well to the whole West — 
and high time, too.

Look .......... No Flash 
Those who have their fun, or a 
big share of it, with the help of 
cameras and accessories are being 
bombarded these days with talk 
about fast film which does not 
require flash bulbs. The Eastman 
variety is known as Tri-X, which 
supposedly tells you that it is much 
faster than the old dependable, 
Super Double X. 
Most people who take pictures do 
not get involved in the technical 
side of the hobby. They buy a 
camera, load up with 
film 
and 
bulbs, and go to it. Even those who 
buy more than the five or ten dol­ 
lar camera are apt to be far from 
experts and do not glibly roll off 
the ratings and similar facts about 
the film and equipment they are 
using. 
It must be a little confusing to 
this majority when it is suggested 
that good pictures can be taken 
without flash. Many may be misled 
into attempting such a process, 
much to their disappointment if 
the pictures they seek are ones 
they really want. 
’Hiere really isn’t anything very 
new about this fast film. The new 
aspect is that they now are calling 
it Tri-X and it can be purchased 
in some forms for general use. It 
really is the same as Royal Pan, 
which we have been using in news 
cameras for many months. 
We would not advise anyone to 
use this film in an inexpensive 
camera, unless they are going to 
take indoor pictures. 
And then 
they should use flash bulbs. In 
fact if their camera is one of the 
ten dollar variety, or less, even 
the flash pictures might be over 
exposed. Even Double X is too fast 
for these cameras outdoors. 
The Tri-X is fine for those with 
lenses that have an opening of at 
least 4.5. But even then, unless it 
is a very good lense, and unless 
the available light is exceptionally 
bright, you are wasting time and 
film if you are shooting indoors 
without a flash. 
However, with a 4.5 lense and a 
tripod you can obtain some very 
exceptional indoor pictures with 
the available light if the subjects 
are still. By cutting down to a 
tenth or fifth of a second you can 
take amazing pictures of groups or 
individuals who are 
posed for a 
still shot. 
If there is action involved and if 
there is no better light than you 
find in the average gymnasium 
you will need a 2 lense and some 
smart panning on your part. Much 
action can be shot if you pick the 
second when the action is at a slow 
pace such as a basketball player 
at the top of his jump as he hangs 
there for a fraction before gravity 
takes over. 
Because of the wide interest in 
photography we probably should 
include in our captions the manner 
in which our pictures are taken. 
But to constantly say that this 
picture was taken without flash 
seems to border on the boastful 
though we have nothing about 
which to boast. We didn’t make 
the camera or the film. 
Recent pictures shot 
without 
flash which you can check if you 
have back copies of the Observer 
include the page of wrestling, those 
of the Warren 
borough 
council 
meeting, all our Warren basketball 
shots, the cherry pie winners, the 


picture of our new press running 
at 20,000 impressions an hour, and 
many others. But the camera used 
didn’t come off the bargain counter 
and we are not suggesting that you 
can hope to do the same with an 
ordinary product. 
Tri-X is not over-rated. It is a 
very fast film and if you have a 
good camera it will get you sharp­ 
er results than you ever have en­ 
joyed, if you do not expect too 
much, if you adjust to its speed, 
and if you do not expect to do 
everything without flash that you 
have been doing with its help. 
Even in news work with the best 
of equipment we find many eitua- 
ations where the flash bulb still 
produces the best result, and we 
use Royal pan with the artificial 
light. Generally speaking, flash 
still does the better job, but there 
are pictures which are best done 
without the bulbs. 
If 
there 
is 
enough light to do the job and if 
you want an overall picture, in­ 
cluding the background, 
Tri-X 
without flash is your film. 
It also is economical to operate 
a camera without flash bulbs, and 
we who must fire them in large 
quantities may sacrifice a shade 
of quality now and then for com­ 
mercially economic reasons. In the 
same situation, if we were attempt­ 
ing to turn out a gem in photogra­ 
phy we might use a bulb. In fact, 
might use several from various 
angles. But news pictures in gener­ 
al do not justify this much care 
and expense. 
If you enjoy this down to earth 
type of discussion of picture taking, 
we will be glad to do more. And 
if you have any questions we can 
answer, write us a letter. It may 
he the same question bothering 
others. Our answer could serve 
many.

Parade Of Liars 
By Doris Fleeson 


WASHINGTON - 
The 
sudden 
turn in the case of the government 
against Edward Lamb, in which it 
was sought to terminate his broad­ 
cast licenses on the basis of loyalty 
charges, finds the government it­ 
self on trial. 
Federal Communications Com­ 
mission lawyers began the case by 
producing witnesses to testify to 
Lamb’s affiliations with Commu­ 
nism. Now the lawyers have all 
but forgotten Lamb while they 
struggle to get out from under the 
attacks of these same witnesses 
who admit lying and claim that 
FCC officials coerced them into it. 
Tile new members of the Ananias 
club of informers in loyalty and 
security cases are Mrs. Marie Nat- 
vig of Miami Beach, Fla., and 
Lowell Watson, a Kansas dairy 
farmer now serving as a consul­ 
tant on Communism for the Justice 
Department. With Harvey Matus- 
ow, an expert witness in 25 cases 
for the government, 
they have 
raised a much more important 
question than their own fate. 
It is the question of responsibility 
for using witnesses of this caliber 
Perhaps no one in government en 
couraged the liars to lie, as the 
iars charge, but they were cer­ 
tainly encouraged to testify. 
The Senate Government Opera­ 
tions Committee, of which Senator 
McClellan is now chairman, will 
begin its study of the situation by 
calling the Ananias club. After 
their stories are on the record, the 
officials who employed them will 
get a chance to explain. 
The Lamb case affords a par­ 
ticularly clear and incisive record 
for the Senators to study. Actually 
it amounts to the first public look 
behind the usual curtain of secrecy 
in loyalty and security affairs. 
The hearings, presided over by 
an FCC examiner, have been open 
and Lamb has been allowed to con­ 
front his accusers. There has been 
no fanfare and no TV, but the press 
could get into the small room anc! 
repeat what went on there. 
Even before the 
government 
found itself on the defensive, the 
feebleness of its case had stimulat­ 
ed all the old doubts about the sec 
recy and anonymity of the present 
system. 
That Lamb got his day in court 
is sufficiently remarkable. He got 
it because the Senate ordered it. 
The Senate ordered it because 
Lamb, who is rich and powerful, 
had rich and powerful friends, a 
mong them a former Senator, J. 
Howard McGrath, now vice presi 
dent of the Lamb enterprises. Mc 
Grath is liked and trusted by his 
former colleagues. 
The economic stakes in the case 
are very large, since they amount 
to ownership of the prosperous 
broadcast interests which made 
Lamb’s fortune. By refusing Lamb 
licenses, the FCC # could put him 
out of his business and make it 
possible for others to come into it 
The Senate Interstate and For 
eign Commerce Committee is ex 
pe.cted to ask members of the com­ 
mission some searching questions 
about the origins of the Lamb 
charges. The committee has heard 
reports that onne of the witnesses 
now appearing were named in the 
original report to the FCC on 
Lamb. 
The Justice Department has not 
moved against any of its turncoat 
witnesses so far. Senators recog 
nize the difficulties of convicting 
such unstable characters, but it 
does not detract from their interest 
in the question of why they were 
given such free rein by responsible 
officials.

Another would make the state 
pay six cents per acre on game 
ands in lieu of taxes. The state 
now pays two and a half cents. 
And it is suggested that we pay 
fifty per cent of a group hospital­ 
ization plan for state employes, the 
employes paying the other half. 
Another would make it necessary 
for the game commission to pay 
the costs of a game violation case 
when the defendant is found not 
guilty or when he chooses to sn 
it out in jail. 
An effort to protect quail would 
make bobwhite quail, gambel quail, 
and valley quail legal game only 
once every third year, from No­ 
vember I to 30. 
One proposal would eliminate the 
special licenses and tags for hunt­ 
ing antlerless deer. 
And there is one suggested law 
that would make it illegal for any 
person to post land immediately 
contiguous to state game lands, in 
such a way as to block entry to 
those lands.

Investors, businessmen, and farmers all benefit from some of the 
thousands 
of changes affecting the 
taxes you pay this year. These 
changes, for the most part, apply to the entire 
tax year of 1954. 
These articles apply to the taxpayer who reports for the calendar 
year and who keeps his books on - 
D eclarations of E stim ated I ax 
A farmer whose expected 
1955 
income would require him to file a 
declaration of estimated tax can 
postpone filing the declaration un­ 
til January 15, 1956. If he files his 
final 1955 tax return by February 
15, 1956, and pays his tax in full, 
there is no need to file the declara­ 
tion at all. 
Declarations are required of fewer 
persons this year. You can forget 
about the declaration entirely if 
your income is expected to be less 
than $5,000 ($10,000 in the case of 
joint return or head of house 


a cash basis. Taxpayers who are on 
the accrual basis or who use a 
fiscal year not ending on December 
31 should pay particular attention 
to the official instructions and get 
qualified assistance if needed. 


T axin g o f Investm ents 
The chief benefit for investors 
this year is the reduction of tax 
on dividends. It allows the stock­ 
holder to receive $50 of dividends 
tax free and get a credit against 
his tax equal to 4% of the remain­ 
ing dividends received after July 
31, 1954, subject to certain limita­ 
tions. 
Interest on bonds, except those 
which are tax exempt, must be re­ 
ported as income and there is no 
credit as in the case of dividends. 
There is a reduction in the maxi­ 
mum rate on long-term capital gains 
from 26% to 25%. This means that 
individual 
taxpayers 
during 
tax 
years starting after October 1953 
need pay no more than 25% tax on 
net long-term capital gains (aftei 
subtracting net short-term capital 
losses) 
regardless 
of 
their 
tax 
bracket for ordinary income. 
Capital gains or losses result from 
most sales of securities or other 
assets. They are classed as long­ 
term if the asset has been held 
longer than six months, otherwise 
short-term. Net short-term capital 
gains are taxed at the same rate 
as ordinary income. 
If you had capital gains or losses, 
read the official instructions care­ 
fully. 
A point to remember for 
future use, however, is that selling 
an asset at a profit within 
six 
months may cost you twice the tax 
you would pay if you held it more 
than six months. 


Farm ers Have Special Form s 
A special form, 1040F, must be 
used by all farmers reporting on a 
cash basis and may be used by farm 
ers on accrual basis. Detailed in 
structions are given on the back of 
this form.

Businessmen

The new law allows as much 
as twice the depreciation in the 
first year compared with the old 
straight-line rates. 
Here are some other important 
changes: 
1. Easier deduction 
(instead of 
depreciation) of research and 
development costs. 
2. Option for many partnerships 
and proprietorships to be taxed 
as if they were corporations. 
3. Less danger that corporations 
will be penalized for actumu- 
lating earnings. 
4. Revision of tax accounting rules 
to harmonize with generally ac­ 
cepted accounting principles.

Francis A. Pitkin, executive dir­ 
ector of the state planning board, 
opened the eyes of many Warren 
young men, and possibly placed 
on the defensive some of the older 
ones, who 
attended 
the Jaycee 
bosses night banquet, Wednesday. 
As head of the state planning 
board, he was well informed con­ 
cerning the Warren and neighbor­ 
ing area situation and frankly ad­ 
mitted that the state is alarmed 
When a community and its sur­ 
roundings fail to even maintain a 
natural population increase, some­ 
thing is wrong. This has happened 
in Warren. 
From 1860 to 1900 the community 
grew so fast that it doubled in 
size. Then it slowed down, and now 
a peek at the facts reveal that we 
have a smaller percentage than 
normal of people between 20 and 
40, the productive period. Our pro­ 
portion between 40 and 80 is too 
high. Our birth rate is lower than 
average and our death rate is high 
er. 
From 1940 to 1950 we lost one 
half of one per cent of our popula 
tion instead of growing. Even the 
neighboring twps. which often are 
blamed for stealing our population 
are not enjoying a normal growth. 
Conewango twp. has increased 700 
in that period and all neighboring 
twps. have grown only 799, or less 
than one half the normal growth, 
which would be about 1300. 
This indicates that our young 
people are not staying here. A 
study of our high school graduates 
will prove this. There are 407 com­ 
munities in Pennsylvania which 
have community planning in hopes 
of stemming the backward tide, but 
most of them are doing an inade­ 
quate job. Warren is one of these. 
Warren’s planning commission 
lacks a clear order from the coun­ 
cil. It needs technical help. And it 


is up to such groups as the Jay ­ 
cees and the bosses to see that it 
gets this help. 
In short we need that overall 
plan, which some of us have been 
begging for too many years, we 
need a goal and a master plan to 
achieve it. 
Mr. Pitkin said that he and his 
commission can not decide this. 
They only can give us the benefit 
of their study, and any help which 
we request.

INCOM E TAX FACTS No. 7------------------ 
Medical Expenses and Oilier Deductions 


(This is one of a series of articles on income tax changes. The articlea 
are based on information p ro d d ed by the American Institute of Account­ 
ants and the (State name*J Society of Certified Public Accountants.) 


Taxpayers with heavy medical expenses in 1954 get a big break under 
the new tax law. 
In Hie first place, certain silk benefits are not even counted as 
income. This was true before in the case of insured plans, but now 
applies to benefits from the unin­ 
sured employer as well. Here’s what 
you can receive free of tax from 
your 
employer 
or 
his 
insurance 
company: 
1. Payment for medical expenses. 
2. Payment for permanent injury 
(not based on time absent from 
w o r k ). 
3. Damages for injury or sickness. 
4. Payments 
under 
W orkm en’s 
Compensation acts. 
5. Payment up to $100 a week for 
loss of Wages while you are 
absent due to injury or sick­ 
ness, except that the first week’s 
pay is taxable unless you are 
absent due to an injury or are 
hospitalized 
for at least one 
day. 


Medical and Denial Deduction*. 
Using the long form and itemiz­ 
ing your deductions you .a n now 
deduct more than you could last 
year. First you add up your ex­ 
penses for medicine and subtract 
1% of your adjusted gross income. 
Add the remainder to your other 
medical and dental expenses, 
in­ 
cluding doctor, dentist and hospital 
bills you have paid, transportation 
(but not living expenses) for medi­ 
cal treatm ent away from home, and 
medical insurance premiums. 
From this total you must sub­ 
tract any 
benefits received 
from 
your medical insurance and. unless 
you are 65 or over, 3% (instead of 
the old 5% ) of your adjusted gross 
income. .This 
will 
give 
you 
the 
amount of your medical and den­ 
tal 
deduction. 
It cannot 
be 
any­ 
more, however, than the m aximum 
based on your exemptions. 
This m axim um has been raised 
to 
$2,500 
per 
exemption 
(except 
those for old age and blindness) up 
to $5,000 for a single person and 
up to $10,000 for a head of house­ 
hold or on a joint return. 


Charity Made Easier 
There is still the 20% limit on 
charitable contributions in general, 


an additional 10% of your income 
contributed 
to religious organiza­ 
tions, schools and hospitals. W ithin 
the 20% limit you can now include 
gifts to non-profit cemeteries, as 
well as any “religious, charitable, 
scientific, literary or educational’’ 
organization, 


T a x e s and Interest Paid 
In general you can deduct taxes 
you have paid for yourself or a 
member of your household, except 
to the federal government. You can 
not 
deduct 
' h i d d e n ’’ 
sales 
taxes 
(not separately stated to the cus­ 
tomer), or fees for hunting licenses, 
dog licenses, w ater supply or auto 
inspection. 
Interest paid by you on m o rt­ 
gages and on loans is deductible. 
Don’t forget FH A loans, car loans, 
collateral loans, personal loans and 
loans against your life insurance. 
There is a new provision this 
year that may help you if you p u r ­ 
chased anything on the installment 
plan. 
Formerly you could deduct 
interest only if it were separately 
stated. 
Now- you 
can deduct the 
am ount of any “carrying charg es’’ 
up to 6% of the average monthly 
unpaid balance as interest. 


Fire and Storm D am age 
Another type of deduction is the 
casualty loss. If your home, car, or 
other property was damaged by fire, 
storm, flood, lightning, explosion or 
freezing—or if any of your property 
was stolen—your loss not covered 
by insurance is deductible. See the 
official instructions for the method 
of calculating your loss. 


Additional Inform ation 
Be sure to read the official instruc­ 
tions. You can also get help from 
the Internal Revenue Service, which 
urges you to consult only qualified 
advisers.

More On Oil 
Several times columns in this 
publication have provided various 
angles to the oil, gasoline, and gas 
market as seen 
from 
various 
angles, ranging from 
major 
oil 
company witnesses before congres­ 
sional committees, to government 
officials. 
A local oil man has offered some 
comment. He claims that our gov­ 
ernment’s experiments 
at Rifle, 
Colorado, are not being lost to the 
nation through the discontinuance 
of government work there. The 
Union Oil Company of California 
will build a shale pilot plant in that 
area and 
private 
industry 
will 
assume the task of developing this 
natural resource. He says he be­ 
lieves Union Oil has one of the 
finest research and development 
organizations to be found among 
private corporations. 
He also points out that the im­ 
portation of oil is not apt to mean 
a reduction in price. He claims 
that major companies have kept 
the prices up to placate the domes­ 
tic producers who are vigorously 
opposed to the extensive use of 
foreign oil for fear it will displace 
American production. 
He also says our reserves are 
far from known because he esti­ 
mates that only one per cent of the 


area in this country which has an 
oil potential has been fully explor­ 
ed. 
He apparently shares our feel­ 
ings about the future of all sources 
of power. The development of new 
types of engines and the future 
of atomic processes remove any 
qualms we have about the possible 
shortage of the various kinds of 
power.

Ask Lower Electric Rate 
We haven’t figured this one out, 
but if we read a release correctly 
the Penelec is filing for a reduction 
in electric rates where its power is 
used to heat water. Of the 340,000 
customers, about 19,000 would be 
affected, if the new rate goes into 
effect April I. 
Customers using 501 to 750 kilo­ 
watt hours for water heating would 
be billed 1.2 cents for half the 
power used, and at 2 cents for 
the rest. It now is 2 cents for the 
entire amount. The average sav­ 
ing would be about $7.18 a year. 
So, if you use electricity to heat 
your water, you may save as much 
as $1 a month, depending on how 
many hot baths you take. 
*

And Lower Insurance Rates 
If you are a young lady driver 
under twenty-five the Farm Bur­ 
eau Insurance Companies will give 
you a reduction of 20 to 67 per 
cent in car insurance. It starts 
March I, and is because you are 
considered more careful than the 
boys. They also will give lower 
rates to married 
couples under 
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twenty-five. This is because the 
careful young lady also keeps her 
husband under control while he is 
behind the wheel. 
The Iowa State College’s driving 
laboratory has come up with the 
finding that 7,692 test cases reveal 
women between sixteen and thirty- 
three are less liable 
to 
traffic 
accidents and violations than men. 
They have a better attitude toward 
traffic rules and they don’t take 
as many chances. 
But we still want to know about 
the one who points left while turn­ 
ing right or the one who thinks she 
can pull out of a parking place 
into traffic as long as she puts out 
her hand.
